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Demobilization is accelerating with the measurable precip received during the short duration tropical 
storm yesterday and overnight. It is expected that the Type 1 Team will transition mid-week to a Type 3 
Organization which will continue rehab and for monitoring fire activity until which will be necessary 
until the season ending event.
